you that, during the excitement growing out 
of the executions at Havana, the office of her 
Catholic Majesty’s consul at New Orleans was 
assailed by a mob, his property destroyed, the 
Spanish flag found in the office carried off and 
tom in pieces, and he himself induced to flee 
for his personal safety, which he supposed to be 
in danger. On receiving intelligence of these 
events. 1 forthwith directed the attorney of the 
United States residing at New Orleans to in¬ 
quire into the facts and the extent of the pe¬ 
cuniary loss sustained by the consul, with the 
intention of laying’ them before you, that you 
might make provision for such indemnity to 
him as a just regard for the honor of the na¬ 
tion and the respect which is due to a friendly 
power might, in your judgment seem to require. 
The correspondence upon this subject between 
the Secretary of State and her Catholic Majes¬ 
ty’s minister plenipotentiary is herewith trans¬ 
mitted. 

The occurrence at New Orleans has led mo 
to give my attention to the state of our laws in 
regard to foreign embassadors, ministers, and 
consuls. I think the legislation of the country 
is deficient in not providing sufficiently either 
for the protection or the punishment of consuls. 

I therefore recommend the subject to the con¬ 
sideration of Congress. 

Your attention is again invited to the ques¬ 
tion of reciprocal trade between the United 
States and Canada and other British possessions 
near our frontier. Overtures for a convention 
upon this subject have been received from her 
Britannic Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary; 
but it seems to be in many respects preferable 
that the matter should be regulated by recip¬ 
rocal legislation. Documents are laid before 
you, showing the terms which the British Gov¬ 
ernment is willing to offer,.add the measures 
which it may adopt, if some arrangement upon 
this subject shall not be made. 

From the accompanying copy of a note from 
the British Legation at Washington, and the 
reply of the Department of State thereto, it 
will appear that her Britannic Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment is desirous that a part of the boundary 
line between Oregon and the British possessions 
should be authoritatively marked out, and that 
an intention was expressed to apply to Congress 
for an appropriation to defray the expense 
thereof on the part of the United States. Your 
attention to this subject is accordingly invited, 
and a proper appropriation recommended. 

_ A convention for the adjustment of claims of 
citizens of the United States against Portugal 


has been concluded, and the ratifications have 
been exchanged. The first instalment of the 
amount to bo paid by Portugal fell due on the 
30th of September last, and has boon paid. 

The President of the French Republic, ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of the Convention, 
has been selected as arbiter in the case of the 
General Armstrong, and has signified that he 
accepts the trusts and the high satisfaction he 
feels in acting as the common friend of two 
nations, with which France is united by senti¬ 
ments of sincere and lasting amity. 

The Turkish Government has expressed its 
thanks for the kind reception given to the Sul¬ 
tan’s agent, Amin Bey, on the occasion of his 
recent visit to the United States. On the 28th 
of February last a despatch was addressed by 
the Secretary of State to Mr. Marsh, the Ameri¬ 
can Minister at Constantinople, instructing 
him to ask of the Turkish Government per¬ 
mission for the Hungarians, then imprisoned 
within the dominions of the Sublime Porte, to 
remove to this country. On the 3d of March 
last, both Houses ofiKJongress passed a resolu¬ 
tion requesting the President to authorize the 
employment of a public vessel to convey to this 
country Louis Kossuth and his associates in 
captivity. 

The instruction above referred to. was com¬ 
plied with, and the Turkish Government hav¬ 
ing released Governor Kossuth and his com¬ 
panions from prison, on the 10th of September 
last they embarked on board of the United 
' States steam-frigate Mississippi, which was se¬ 
lected to carry into effect the resolution of Con¬ 
gress. Governor Kossuth left the Mississippi 
at Gibraltar, for the purpose of making a visit I 
to England, and may shortly bo expected in 
New York. By communications to the De¬ 
partment of State he has expressed his grateful 
acknowledgments for the interposition of this 
Government in behalf of himself and his asso¬ 
ciates. This country has been justly regarded

sider in what manner Governor Kossuth and 
his companions, brought hither by its authority, 
shall be received and treated. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the differen¬ 
ces which have for some time past been pend¬ 
ing between the Government of the French 
Rrepublic and that of the Sandwich Islands, 
may be peaceably and durably adjusted, so as 
to secure the independence of those islands. 
Long before the events which have of late im¬ 
parted somuch importance to the possessions 
of the United States on the Pacific, we acknowl¬ 
edged the independence of the Hawaiian Gov¬ 
ernment. This Government was first in taking 
that step, and several of the leading Powers of 
Europe immediately followed. We were influ¬ 
enced in this-measure by the existing and pros¬ 
pective importance of the islands as a place of 
refuge and refreshment for our vessels engaged 
in the whale fishery, and by the consideration 
that they lie in the course of the great trade 
which must, at no distant day, be carried on 
between the western coast of North America 
and Eastern Asia. 

We were also influenced by a desire that 
those islands should not*pass under the control 
of any other great maritime State, hut should 
remain in an independent condition, and so he 
accessible and useful to the commerce of all 
nations. I need not say that the importance 
of these considerations has been greatly en¬ 
hanced by the sudden and vast development 
which the interests of the United States have 
attained in California and Oregon; and the 
plicy heretofore adopted in regard to those 
islands will be steadily pursued. 

It is gratifying not only to those who consid¬ 
er the commercial interests of nations, hut al¬ 
so to all who favor the progress of knowledge 
and the diffusion of religion, to see a commu¬ 
nity emerge from a savage state and attain 
such a degree of civilization in those distant 
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security to those who should invest their prop- 
erty in the enterprise. 

A convention between the two Governments 
for the accomplishment of that end has been 
ratified by this Government, and only awaits 
the decision of the Congress and the Executive 
of that Republic. 

. Some unexpected difficulties and delays have 
arisen in the ratification of that convention by 
Mexico, but it is to he presumed that her deci¬ 
sion will he-govorned by just and enlightened 
views, as well of the general importance of the 
object, as of her own interests and obligations. 

In negotiating upon this important subject, 
this Government has had in view one, and only 
one, object. That object has been, and is, the 
construction or attainment of a passage from 
ocean to ocean, the shortest and the best for 
travellers and merchandise, and equally open 
to all the world. It has sought to obtain no 
territorial acquisition, nor any advantages pecu¬ 
liar to itself; and it would see, with the great¬ 
est regret, that Mexico should oppose any ob¬ 
stacle to the accomplishment of an enterprise 
which promises so much convenience to the 
whole commercial world, and such eminent ad¬ 
vantages to Mexico herself. Impressed with 
these sentiments and these convictions, the 
Government will continue to exert Ml proper 
efforts to bring about the necessary arrange¬ 
ment; with the Republic of Mexico for the 
speedy completion of the work. 

For some months past, the Republic .of Nic¬ 
aragua has been the theatre of one of those 
iivil convulsions, from which the cause of free 
institutions, and the general prosperity and so¬ 
cial progress of the States of Central America, 
have so often and so severely suffered. Until 
quiet shall have been restored, and a Govern¬ 
ment apparently stable shall have been organ¬ 
ized, no advance can prudently be made in dis¬ 
posing of the questions pending between the 
i ~ r o countries.

Ouf#oinmerce 
with .China is highly important, and is becom¬ 
ing more and more so, in consequence of tjie 
increasing intercourse between our ports on 
the Pacific coast and Eastern Asia. China is 
understood to be a country in which living is 
very expensive, and 1 know of no reason why 
the American Commissioner sent thither should 
not be placed, in regard to compensation, on an 
equal footing with the ministers who represent 
this country at the courts of Europe. 

By reference to tho Report of tho Secretary of the 
Treasury, it will be seen that tho aggregate receipts 
fill- tho last fiscal year amounted to $52,312,979.87 ■ 
which, with the balance in the Treasury on tho 1st 
July, 1850, gave, as the available means for the year, 
the sum of $58,917,524.36.

Since the 1st of December last the payments in cash 
on account of tho public debt, exclusive of interest, 
have amountod to $7,501,456.56 ; which, however, in¬ 
cludes the sum of $3,242,400 paid under the 12th 
article of tho treaty with Moxieo, and the further sum 
of $2,591,213.45. being the amount of awards to 
American citizens under the late treaty with Mexico, 
for which the issue of stock was authorized, but which 
was paid in cash from the Treasury. 

Tho pnblie debt on the 20th ultimo, exclusive of 
the stock authorized to be issued to Texas by tho act 
of 0th September, I860, was $62,560,395.26. 

The receipts for the next fiscal year are estimated 
at $51,800,000, whiilh, with tho probable unappro¬ 
priated balance in tho Treasury on tho 30th June 
next, will give, as the probable available moans for 
that year, the sum of $63,258,743.09. 

It has boon deemod proper, in viow of the large ex¬ 
penditures consequent upon tho acquisition of terri¬ 
tory from Mexico, that the estimates for tho next 
fiscal year should be laid before Congress in such 
manner as to distinguish the expenditures so required 
from the otherwise ordinary demands upon tho 
Treasury. 

Tho total expenditures for the next fiscal year are 
estimated at $42,892,299.19, of which thoro is required 
for the ordinary purposes of tho Government, other 
than those consequent upon the acquisition of our 
new Territories, and deducting tho payments on ac¬ 
count of the publio debt, the sum of $33,343.198.08; 
and for tho purposes connected directly or indirectly 
with those Territories, and in tho fulfilment of the 
obligations of the Government, contracted in conse¬ 
quence of their acquisition, the sum of $9,549,101.11. 

If the views of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
reference to the expenditures required for these Ter¬ 
ritories shall bo met by corresponding action on the 
part of Congress, and appropriations made in accord¬ 
ance therewith, there will bo an estimated unappro¬ 
priated balance in the Treasury bn the 30th Jnne, 
1853, of $20,366,443.90, wherewith to meet that por¬ 
tion of the public debt dqe on thofirst July following, 
amounting to $6,237,931.35, as wollas any appropria¬ 
tions which may bo made beyond the estimates.

The expedition commanded by Lieutenant De 
Ha ven, despatched in search of the British comman¬ 
der, Sir J »hn Franklin, and his companions in the 
Arctic Seas, returned to New York in the month of 
October, after having undergone great peril and suf- 
fering from an unknown and .dangerous navigation 
and the rigors of a northern climate, without any 
satisfactory information of the objects of their search, 
but with new contributions to science and naviga¬ 
tion from tho unfrequented polar regions. The offi¬ 
cers and men of the expedition, having been all vol¬ 
unteers for this service, and having so conducted it 
as to meet the entire approbation of the Govern¬ 
ment, it is suggested, as an act of grace and gener¬ 
osity, that the same allowances of extra pay and 
emoluments be extended to them that were made to 
the officers and men of like rating in the late explor¬ 
ing expedition to the South Seas. 

I earnestly recommend to your attention the ne¬ 
cessity of reorganizing the Naval Establishment, 
apportioning and fixing the number of officers in 
each grade, providing some mode of promotion to 
the higher grades of the navy, having reference to 
merit and capacity, rather than seniority or date of 
entry into the service, and for retiring from the ef 
feetivejist upon reduced pay those who may be in¬ 
competent to the performance of active duty. As a 
measure of economy as well as of efficiency in this 
arm of the service, the provision last mentioned is 
eminently worthy of your consideration. 

The determination of the questions of relative 
rank between the sea officers and civil officers of the 
navy, and between officers of the army and navy, 
in the various grades of each, will also merit your 
attention. The failure to provide any substitute, 
when coporal punishment was abolished for offences 
m the navy, has occasioned the convening of numer- 
ous courts-martial upon the arrival of vessels in port, 
and is believed to have had an injurious effect upon 
the discipline and efficiency of the service. To 
moderate punishment from one grade to another is 
among the humane reforms of the age; but to abol- 
l&m one of severity, which applied so generally to 
otiences on ship-board, and provide nothing in its 
stead, is to suppose a progress of improvement in 
every individual among seamen which is not assum¬ 
ed by the Legislature in respect to any other class of 
men. It is hoped that Congress, in the ample op¬ 
portunity afforded by the present session, will tho- 
uglily investigate this important subject, and es- 
jlisn such modes of determining guilt, and such 
gradations of punishment as are consistent with hu¬ 
manity and the personal rights of individuals, and at 
the same time shall ensure the most energetic and ef¬ 
ficient performance of duty and the suppression of 
crime in our ships of war. 

The stone dock in the navy yard at New York, 
which was ten years in process of construction, has 
oeen so far finished as to be surrendered up to the 
authorities of the yard.

The Government of the United States is emphati¬ 
cally a government of written laws. The statutes 
should, therefore, as: far as practicable, not only be 
made accessible to all, but be expressed in language 
so plain and simple as to be understood by all, and 
arranged in suefi method as to give perspicuity to 
every subject. Many of the States have revised their 
public acts with great and manifest benefit; and I 
recommend that provision be made by law for ihe
